Next to the pleasure of buying a book that one wants, 
comes the pleasure of making a note of a new book which 
one will buy when it is ready. That is a pleasure which, 
by the publication of the lists that follow, we offer to our 
readers. 

The thing—trite enough, it is true—that first strikes one 
on reading the titles of the hundreds of books enumerated 
in this Supplement—books that are to be published between 
the present week and Christmas, or are already in readers’ 
hands—is the vast amount of literary activity that is con- 
tinually in progress in this country. ‘‘ I sometimes,” said a 
humorist, thinking of the most serious and copiousof modern 
novelists—‘‘ I sometimes wake up in early hours of the 
morning, and think to myself, ‘Now, at any rate, for a 
moment or two, the author of is taking a rest.’”” But 
it is difficult to believe that these rests really are possible, 
the pluralism of certain authors as betrayed by our lists is 
so amazing to contemplate. Mrs. L. T. Meade, for example, 
figures again and again; and even so deliberate and con- 
scious a literary artist as Mr. Stephen Crane is down for 
three distinct books. What our ancestors would have 
thought of such industry is only to be imagined. But to 
the industry of authors has to be added that of printers, 
binders, and publishers. The actual composing of these 
myriad pages, representing but a portion of one season’s 
production, will not bear thinking of. The Boer war, if war 
there be, will probably put some check upon it, for Mars 
and the Muses’ get on ill together; but the check will 
be very slight. The number of persons engaged in the 
making of books will continue to be incredible. 

Another reflection produced by these lists bears upon the 
large number of works which they contain likely to be of 
permanent value, works not the outcome of one year’s toil. 
There is no autobiography of a very great man, no new voice 
in poetry, nothing from Mr. Meredith, nothing from Mr. 
Hardy. But many works of high importance are here. We 
would mention particularly the beginning of Lord Acton’s 
gigantic history of modern times, the beginning of the 
Encyclopedia Biblica, the completion of Dr. Thomas 
Hodgkin’s Italy and her Invaders, Mr. Leslie Stephen’s 
studies of the English Utilitarians, in three volumes, a new 
poetical drama by Mr. Swinburne, Mr. Stephen Phillips’s 
tragedy, Paolo and Francesca, the facsimile of the MSS. of 
Milton’s minor poems preserved in the library of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, which the Cambridge University 
Press has prepared, the third volume of Dr. Abbott’s History 
of Greece, Prof. Bury’s History of Greece, the first volume of 
Mr. Lang’s History of Scotland, the Life of Huxley, the Life 
of Millais, the Life of Archbishop Benson, the letters of 
Robert Louis Stevenson, and some new letters of Edward 
FitzGerald, a volume of criticism by Mr. Watts-Dunton, 
an edition of Dryden’s critical essays by Mr. W. P. Ker, 
a new edition of Mr. Frazer’s Golden Bough, Mr. Gosse’s 
Life and Letters of Donne,.the autobiography of Prince 
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Kropotkin, a new series of notes from Sir M. E. Grant 
Duff’s entertaining Diary, the late Benjamin Jowett’s 
Doctrinal Sermons, Mr. Frank Harris’s essays on Shake- 
speare, Mr. Whibley’s Art of Life, the complete poetical 
works of the late T. E. Brown, a comedy and a drama 
by Mrs. Craigie, a new volume of poems by Sir Lewis 
Morris, Mr, Rider Haggard’s account of his experiences 
as a farmer, a new book of light verse by Mr. Owen 
Seaman, an ¢dition de luxe of Mark Twain, and new novels 
by Mrs. Craigie, Mr. Zangwill, Mr. Gissing, Mr. Marion 
Crawford, Mr. Hewlett, Mr. Wells, Mr. Hichens, Mr. Neil 
Munro, Mr. Benjamin Swift, Mr. Howells, and Emile 
Zola.
